IPSGA 
senator  and  tr^ning  and  development  coor- 
dinator for  IPSGA.  said  voter  registration 
will  be  available  m  Kettler  Hall  by  the  bur- 


sar's office.  Tbe  registration  will  sian  one 
week  bcFore  classes  and  continue  until  30 
days  before  llie  election  in  November. 

"I  would  have  liked  lo  have  seen  a  better 
turnout  ..  bui  I'm  not  disappointed,"  Sir 
Louis  said.  She  said  she  thought  the  poor 
weather  was  probably  the  biggest  facior  in 
keeping  people  home 

The  student  volunteers  were  recognized 
by  96.3  'The  Edge"  for  their  professional- 
ism. Sir  Louis  said.  Sir  Louis  said  she 
wanted  to  show  her  appreciation  for  Betty 
Butler,  senatorial  representative,  and  Sarah 
Strom,  student  orientation  activities  repre- 
sentative (SOAR)  Both  Strom  and  Butler 
were  loo  young  to  be  admitted  to  the  tent 
and  stayed  outside  in  the  rain  recruiting 


potential  voters 

Sir  Louis  also  said  she  wanted  lo  show 
appreciation  lo  David  Fitch,  David  Burgess, 
and  Doug  Rheinheimcr  for  their  involve- 
ment. 

IPSGA  sponsored  the  voter  drive  along 
with  "The  Edge"  and  "Rock  the  Vote." 
"Rock  the  Vote"  was  created  by  several 
musical  acts  to  educate  and  register  ihe 
younger  generation  about  the  importance  of 
voting.  Historically,  the  18  to  24  age  group 
has  had  a  dismal  turnout  Lasi  election. 
only  14,079  people  in  that  age  group  voted, 
according  to  figures  compiled  by  Ihe  Allen 
County  Voter  Registration  Board. 

Sir  Louis  also  said  she  was  working  with 
Youthvote  96  and  thai  group  will  he  send- 


ing literature  lo  younger  voters.  This  litera- 
ture will  list  reasons  younger  people  should 
vote,  according  lo  Sir  Louis, 

The  turnout  was  less  than  expected 
according  to  IPSGA  President  George 
Gounaris.  He  cited  Ihe  postponemeni  of 
The  Smashing  Pumpkins/Garbage  concen 
as  another  factor  for  the  low  turnout.  The 
members  of  Garbage  were  scheduled  to 
help  register  voters  until  the  heroin  over- 
dose death  by  a  suppwting  member  of  The 
Smashing  Pumpkins  and  the  arrusi  of  the 
now-former  Smashing  Pumpkin  drummer. 
The  volunteers  also  dealt  with  enormous 
rainfall  and  a  lomado  waich  on  Wednesday 
night. 

"If  we  registered  one  (person)  il  was 


successful  because  one  is  betier  than  none," 
Gounaris  said. 

Gounaris  also  said  IPSGA  was  one  of 
the  few  groups  which  did  not  back  out  of  its 
commiimeni  to  help  "The  Edge." 

IPSGA  Senator  Gina  Burgess  said  many 
corporate  entities  decided  not  to  sponsor 
some  booths  after  the  postponement  of  The 
Smashing  Pumpkins  concert.  Burgess  also 
said  "The  Edge"  will  be  showcasing  several 
bands  in  a  campus  concen  on  Sepl.  27. 

"I  would  like  lo  thank  all  the  volunteers, 
those  able  to  work  under  the  tent  and  those 
who  were  unable  lo  because  of  iheir  age." 
Burgess  said.

Walter  Branson,  vice 
chancellor  of  fmancial 
an'airs.  the  decision  to 
switch  to  Pepsi  from  Coke  was  a  fmancial 
decision. 

"Pepsi  put  together  a  better  package  than 
Coke,"  said  Branson.  'They  offered  finan- 
cial incentives," 

Those  incentives  include  on  campus  pro- 
motions and  distribution  of  IPFW  advertis-

ing  in  Northeast  Indiana  in  ca.ses  of  soda. 

Dave  Leeka,  director  of  purchasing. 
describes  the  process  that  led  the  adminis- 
tration to  its  decision.  "When  Coke  was 
awarded  a  .shorl-ierm  contract,  it  was  decid- 
ed IPFW  should  allow  each  company  equal 
opportunities.  So  each  was  sent  a  request 
for  proposals," 

La.sl  semester  when  the  Pepsi  (specifical- 
ly Mountain  Dew)  products  were  replaced 
with  the  Coke  products  many  students  com- 
plained their  staple  for  survival  was 
stripped  away  without  properly  surveying 
student  opinions.  However,  Branson  said 
the  opposite  was  also  the  case, 

"When  we  went  to  Coke  we  got  a  lot  of 
ihank-you  calls  from  students  and  faculty 
who  prefer  Diet  Coke  to  Diet  Pepsi,  So  we 
are  expecting  a  few  calls  of  complaint  form 
those  who'll  miss  Diet  Coke,"  said 
Branson, 

George  Gonauris,  president  of  the  student 
body,  likes  the  return  of  Pepsi,  but  feels  a 
more  compromising  solution  could  have 
been  found.  "As  large  as  Ibis  campus  is. 
why  can't  wc  house  boih?    Why  is  an 


exclusive  contract  needed?"  asked 
Gonauris. 

Also  winning  a  five-year  contract  is 
Aramark,  a  food  distribution  company  that 
will  manage  the  cafeteria  in  Walb 
Memorial  Union,  operate  Ihe  vending 
machines  throughout  c^npus  and  set-up  a 
deli-style  food  car  in  the  basement  of 
KeiUer  Hall. 

Branson  believes  Aramark  will  satisfy 
many  students.  "We  got  good  reviews 
from  Aramark  and  il  has  a  suong  presence 
in  Fort  Wayne,"  Branson  said 

Erin  Fridh,  programming  director  of  stu- 
dent activities,  is  alsooplimLstic,  "The  food 
was  excellent."  said  Fridh,  "Aramark 
sounded  like  they  wanted  people  to  know 
they  are  here  to  serve  the  campus," 

Many  students  complained  about  the 
quality  and  price  of  the  food  that  was 
served  at  Eurest,  the  company  that  man- 
aged the  Wdb  cafeteria  for  many  years. 

Prices  in  the  new  cafeteria  are  expected 
to  stay  about  the  same  2s  previous  years. 
but  more  choices  are  being  added,  includ- 
ing Healthy  Choice  Brand  products.

Numerous  people  try  balancing  their 
family  life  with  their  careers,  but  few  have 
dared  to  try  maintaining  a  successful  full- 
time  occupation  and  run  for  congressional 
office.  Yet,  Jerry  Houseman,  professor  of 
political  science  has  taken  the  challenge. 
Through  his  hard  work,  the  Fourih  District 
Congressional  Democratic  candidate  has 
made  quite  a  name  for  himself 

The  last  week  of  June.  Houseman's  cam- 
paign led  him  to  the  While  House.  Along 
with  several  other  congressional  candidates. 
he  was  able  to  shake  the  hands  of  President 
Bill  Clinton  and  Vice  President  Al  Gore, 

"He  was  a  very  confident  man.  very  con- 
fident about  the  upcoming  elections,"  said 
Houseman,  speaking  of  the  president.  "He 
was  a  Jolly  man." 

The  purpose  of  the  event  was  to  allow 
candidates  to  receive  some  publicity  to  add 
to  their  campaigns.  Video  tapes  were  pro- 
duced. Photos  were  taken,  with  the  smiling 
face  of  the  president  on  each  piece  of  film. 

According  to  Houseman,  Gore  greeted 
him  at  the  door  to  the  Oval  Office  and  said, 
"I  am  expecting  you  to  gel  revenge  for  my 
fellow  Tenncsseeans."  referring  lo  a  siaie- 
ment  by  Rep  Mark  Souder  about  incesi  and 
molestation  practices  in  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee, 

"He  look  more  time  with  me  than  the 
other  candidates,"  said  Houseman.  "He 
wanted  to  talk  about  Souder  "  Souder  cur- 
rently holds  Houseman's  desired  seal. 

The  president  also  showed  his  sense  of 
humor.  Houseman  said  he  congratulated 
him  on  having  one  of  Ihe  "weakest  and 
most  vulnerable"  opponents  found  any- 
where in  the  nation. 


Clinton  has  managed  to  lead  Dob  Dole, 
the  Republican  presidential  candidate,  in 
some  recent  polls  taken  in  Indiana  by 
Houseman  Although  Houseman  is  less 
publicized  than  Souder.  he  has  been  moving 
up  in  Ihe  polls  as  well. 

In  addition,  Houseman  said  a  recent 
national  Gallop  poll  revealed  that  the  cur- 
rent Republican-controlled  Congress  is  the 
most  unpopular  in  history,  with  a  19  percent 
approval  and  a  71  percent  disapproval  rat- 
ing. 

Houseman's  campaign  is  built  upon 
three  distinct  views:  higher  education, 
employment  opportunities  and  technology. 

He  is  a  strong  supporter  of  higher  educa- 
tion. He  disapproves  of  anything  that  cuts 
back  on  the  process  of  receiving  a  defmed 
education.  He  refuses  to  support  the  cut 
back  of  educational  funding.  He  strongly 
opposes  such  bills  as  lowering  the  spending 
on  technology,  the  firing  of  teachers  and 
cutting  the  lunch  programs  within  an  educa- 
tional facility.  Furthermore,  be  is  working 
to  organize  betier  higher  education  loans. 

Houseman  also  works  in  a  efforl  to 
strengthen  the  job  force.  His  plan  is  to  con- 
tinue trade  with  Japan,  Mexico  and  other 
surrounding  countries.  He  wants  to  set  up  a 
firm  training  program. 

His  third  view  concerns  research  and 
technology.  He  encourages  businesses  lo 
continue  lo  expand,  upgrade  technology 
and  not  to  maintain  ihings  as  they  always 
have  been. 

"Corporations  have  neglected  this  in 
recent."  said  Houseman. 

Houseman  manages  to  separate  his  lime 
as  a  professor  and  candidate.  He  taught 
classes  during  the  Summer  1  session.  For 
the  rest  of  the  summer  however,  he  plans  lo 
promote  his  campaign.

Movie  Review:  'I  Shot  Andy  Warhol'

1  have  always  thought  Andy 
Warhol  was  a  boring  person.  My 
perception  comes  from  various 
biographies  of  die  late  artist.  The 
new  film,  "1  Shot  Andy  Warhol" 
solidifies  my  perception. 

But  don't  let  my  personal  opin- 
ions of  him  sway  you  from  se«mg 
this  movie,  for  it  is  far  less  than 
boring.  Warhol  sdll  comes  off  as 
tedious,  but  the  center  of  the  movie 
is  Valerie  Solanis.  an  early-day  les- 
bian feminist  who  wants  to  change 
the  world  by  making  men  obsolete 
A  college  graduate  of  psychology, 
sbe  uses  prostitution  to  feed  herself 
and  bounces  from  room  to  room  for 
shelter. 

She  pens  a  manifesto  called 
"SCUM"  (Society  for  Cutting  Up 


Men),  which  she  tries  to  push  on 
every  unsuspecting  woman  passing 
by  her  A  drag  queen  acquaintance. 
Candy  I>arling,  introduces  Valerie 
to  Warhol's  office.  The  Factory. 
where  she  soon  stalks  to  get  the 
chance  to  speak  to  him.  When  she 
fmaJly  meets  Andy,  she  insists  he 
produce  a  theater  version  of  her 
writings, 

Warhol,  being  an  issue-skirter. 
never  fulfdls  Valerie's  dreams,  but 
does  make  her  a  bit  actress  in  one 
of  his  movies.  (Have  you  ever  seen 
an  Andy  Warhol  movie?  They're 
lenible!  But  one  of  those  experi- 
ences you  can  brag  about  at  cocktail 
panics.)  She  decides  he  is  out  lo 
own  her  and  her  work,  so  she 
shoots  him  in  his  office. 

Lib  Taylor  takes  a  scary  charac- 
ter and  makes  her  fascinating.  As 
Valerie,  sbe  grits  her  voice  in  a 
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manner  that  makes  the  listener 
cringe,  but  still  can't  get  enough  of 
her  dialogue  Her  drive  and  will- 
ingness (o  play  by  the  rules  in  order 
to  break  die  rules  makes  you  want 
her  to  succeed.  She  takes  full 
advantage  of  the  male  sex  drive  and 
uses  it  to  survive. 

Another  standout  performance 
comes  from  Stephen  Dorff.  who 
plays  Candy  DarUng  as  if  he  knew 
her  Dorff.  who  you  may  remember 
from  "SFW,"  never  looks  like  a 
straight  man  playing  a  drag  queen, 
like  Wesley  Snipes  or  Patrick 
Swayze  in  "To  Wong  Foo.  llianks 
for  Everything,  Julie  Ncwmar." 
Instead,  he  convincingly  plays  a 
man  who  adores  the  glamour  of 
dressing  like  a  woman.  Not  a  small 
feat  mdeed.

James  Redficld.  author  of  "The 
Cclestine  Prophecy,"  just  may  have 
stumbled  upon  an  answer  lo  our 
puzzling  questions  In  his  book. 
RedHcId  takes  the  reader  through 
his  journey  of  Peru  and  his  discov- 
ay  of  a  manuscript — full  of  insight 
into  the  here-and-now. 

The  reader  is  taken  through  the 
Andes  Mountains  as  if  they  were 
indeed  there  themselves. 
RedHeld's  descriptions  of  ancient 
niins  and  mountainside  forests  give 
a  new  and  exciting  beauty  to  what 
may  appear  to  be  less  than  glam- 
orous at  Tirsl  sight 

While  traveling  the  terrain, 
Redrield  takes  the  reader  through 
bis  discovery  of  a  manuscript  thai 
has  been  abolished  by  the  Pcnivian 
Govenuneni  Within  the  first  few 
pages,  ihe  beginning  of  this  docu- 
ment unfolds  "The  Firsl  Insight." 
In  each  of  our  Lvcs  occur  mysteri- 
ous coincidences — sudden,  syn- 
chronistic events  that,  once  inier- 
prelcd.  lead  us  into  our  true  desdny. 

When  this  book  was  Hrst  pub- 
lished, few  people  had  heard  of  the 


disappearance,  or  even  existence,  of 
this  ancient  Peruvian  manuscript. 
In  it.  Ihe  nine  insights  that  the 
human  race  needs  to  grasp  in  order 
to  perceive  a  true  era  of  spiritual 
awareness,  are  explained — each 
insight  leading  into  the  next  This 
document  has  been  suppressed  by 
the  government  qui  of  fear — a  fear 
of  the  meaning  of  our  existence  and 
an  interpretation  of  the  term  "com- 
mon sense."

The  four  of  us  sii  at  our  table 
in  Gottlieb's,  a  bistro  in 
Columbus.  Ohio.  My  75- 
year-old  grandmother  describes  in 
great  detail  the  developments  of  her 
latest  surgery,  a  knee  replacement 
This  visit  will  be  like  the  others. 
Ruth  will  talk  only  of  two  main  top- 
ics— her  health  problems,  which 
dominate  her  life,  and  bow  much 
she  misses  my  brother  and  me. 

The  illness  is  nothing  new.  For 
the  past  seven  years,  Ruth  has  been 
balding  breast  cancer.  The  family  is 
accustomed  lo  hearing  stories  of 
radiation,  chemotherapy  and  Holy 
Communion  brought  everyday  by 


Ruth,  I  become 
more  uncomfortable  1  love  my 
grandmother  dearly,  but  being  wiUi 
ber  makes  mortality  and  the  future 
all  the  more  real. 

During  past  seven  years,  since 
doctors  discovered  she  has  cancer. 
Ruth  has  generated  over  a  million 
dollars  in  medical  bills.  Most  of 
them  her  healdi  care  covers,  leaving 
her  with  only  20  percent  of  each 
bill  to  pay  on  ber  own.  The  last  bill, 
a  four  day  suy  in  the  hospital,  was 
approximately  S14,  000,  not  includ- 
ing (he  actual  surgery  and  doctor's 
fees.

Following  an  inter-office  memo 
that  stated  she  would  not  simply 
disappear.

National  League  president 
Leonard  Coleman  informed  the 
club  and  Schott  of  the  action  last 
week  amid  concern  that  Schott  was 
involving  herself  in  day-to-day 
operations  of  the  team.

Polish  orricial  dies  at  Olympic 

Eugeniusz  Pietrasik  collapsed 
and  died  during  the  opening  cere- 
monies of  the  Olympic  Games 
Friday  in  Atlanta.  The  49-year-oId 
Polish  diplomat  had  marched  into 
die  stadium  with  the  Polish  athletes. 
He  suffered  a  heart  attack  during 
ihe  lengthy  ceremony.  Paramedics 
Created  him  at  the  scene,  but 
Pietrasik  died  en  route  to  a  local 
haspital.

Free  agent  frenzy  infects  NBA

The  almighty  dollar  has  run 
amuck  in  the  National  Basketball 
Association.  In  a  season  of  free 
agency  like  none  before,  playem  are 
gobbling  up  all  of  the  dollar  signs 
team  owners  can  toss  before  them 
and  then  some.  Nearly  SI  billion, 
yes  ihat  is  Billion,  has  been  spent 
by  NBA  leams  on  player  contracts. 
There  are  hefty  sums  being  dolled 
out  to  big  names  such  as  Michael 
Jordan  and  Shaquille  O'Neal  as 
well  as  to  no-name  players  such  as 
I>on  Mac  Lean. 

After  Jordan  agreed  to  a  one- 
year,  S25  million  deal  wilh  Ihe 
Bulls,  the  ink  and  money  started 
flying.  The  Lakers  lured  "Shaq"  to 
Hollywood  with  a  seven  -year, 
S120  million  deal.  According  to 
many  insiders,  the  deal  was  done 
long  before  the  announcement  was 
reached  despite  obvious  tampering 
on  the  pan  of  Lakers  from  office 
guru  Jerry  West.  Miami  re-signed

deal  worth  SI  12  million. 

The  Heal  showed  Ihey  ai  least 
have  a  lol  of  cash  lying  around  if 
nothing  else.  Along  with  the  S112 
million  spent  on  Mourning,  the 
team  signed  Juwan  Howard  to  a 
seven-year,  S98  million  contract 
and  threw  S36  million  over  seven 
years  to  PJ,  Brown  (who?).  Three 
players  for  nearly  S250  million. 

Other  big  money  coniracis 
include  Ihe  S56  million  the  Knick 
will  pay  Allan  Houston  over  the 
next  seven  seasons.  New  York  will 
also  pay  Chris  Childs  an  eslunated 
S4  million  in  each  of  ihe  next  six 
years  In  Orlando  the  Magic 
soothed  the  wounds  of  losing 
O'Neal  by  giving  Horace  Grant  a  5- 
year.  S50  million  deal. 

Gary  Paylon  will  slay  in  Seattle 
after  the  Sonics  agreed  lo  pay  him 
S88  million  over  the  next  five  years 
and  Tracy  Murray  goi  a  contract 
worth  S19  million  for  seven  years, 
Philadelphia  made  a  slight  effort  to 
improve  their  dismal  ranking  in  the 


league  by  signing  Don  MacLean 
(no  not  the  "American  Pie"  guy)  lo 
a  SI  5  million  five-year  deal. 

In  Indiana,  the  Pacers  solidified 
their  squad  by  agreeing  to  terms 
wilh  a  pair  of  guys  named  Davis. 
Antonio  Davis  got  a  seven-year, 
S38,5  million  deal  while  Dale  Davis 
signed  for  S42  milhon  over  the  nexi 
seven  seasons. 

The  Rockets  extended  the  con- 
tract of  all-star  Hakeem  Olajuwon 
for  five  years  and  S60  million, 
Houston  also  inked  a  deal  wilh 
Brent  Price  for  seven  years  and  S18 
million.  Just  down  the  road  in 
Dalls,  Ihe  Mavericks  agreed  to 
terms  with  Chris  Galling,  He  will 
make  S22  million  during  a  five-year 
coniraci. 

Possibly  the  biggesl  surprise 
however  was  the  irade  of  Dikembe 
Mulombo  to  Atlanta.  Mutombo  will 


make  S50  million  over  the  next  five 
years  while  playing  for  the  Hawks, 

Other  big-name  trades  include 
Larry  Johnson  being  unloaded  to 
New  York  for  Brad  Lohaus  and 
Anthony  Mason,  The  Pacers  also 
made  a  big  trade  by  trading  Ricky 
Pierce  and  Mark  Jackson  for  Jalen 
Rose  and  Reggie  Williams. 

Yes.  money  talks  and  suckers 
walk  in  Ihe  NBA  and  team  owners 
have  shown  they  are  not  afraid  to 
pass  Ihe  bucks  for  the  player  or 
players  they  covet.
